THE RUSSIANS SUSTAINED NO LOSS 



Four Bnsslans Wcrs Betrayed by Ko* 
reans and Were Chased by a 
Squadron of Cavalrj. 



The Latter Were In Turn Attacked By 
a Boat Which Had Come to the 
Rsseus and All Japansaa 
Wers Killed. 



St. Petersburg, April 13.— Gen. Kuro- 
patkin, in a dispatch to the emperor 
bearing Tuesday's date^ says that Gen. 
Krasnailnskt. on tbe nigbt o( April S, 

ordered a detachment of sharpshooters 
to cro.ss to the left bank of the Yalu 
opposlto Wlju. The sharpshooters 
landed on the Island of Samalilind and 
surprised a patrol of 60 Japanese 
scouts just as the latter were ap- 
proaching the east side of the island 
In three boats. 

The Russians allowed the Japanese 
to land and then fired on them. Near- 
ly all tbe Japanese were sbot. bayo- 
netted or drowned and their boats 
sunk. 

The Russians sustained no losses. 
Xon Cfmimissloned OfHeers I>o<ichj- 
klne and Souhaschonov distinguished 
themselves In the fight. On the follow- 
ing day the Japanese lowered their 
flag at Wlju and their outpost.-^, which 
lately have been seen, and fell back. 

On the night of Ajiril 9 four Rus- 
sians crossed the Yalu to Yenaniplio 
(Yongampho?) and made towards a 
Russian village where they found a 
aauadron of Japanese cavalry. They 
remained there 12 hours, when they 
were betrayed by Koreans and found 
themselves obliged to swim the river, 
their boat having struck on a san<l 
bank. One soldier lost his lite. The 
Japanese plirsoed the Ruaaiaae In a 
boat, but were in turn a1 tacked by a 
Russian boat whii li had (oine to the 
rescue of the swliiinur.-i. Tiie Jai)an- 
ese were all killed and their boat sunk. 

London, April 13. — The Times' New 
Chwacg correspondent, cablldg under 
date of April 11, says: "Last night a 
pilot's flare was mistaken for the 
lights of a Japanese fleet, and the Rus- 
sians fired and sank the Junk with 35 
hand% beaides killing three persona 
and wounding aeven in aiMther Junk. 
The native population ia p—IS'Stfieken 
and leaving the town." 

HEAVY FIRING HEARD. 



It la Believed the Long Expected Sea 
Fight Haa Taken Place. 



Che Foo, April 13. — .A. press corre- 
spondent at Tung Chow, 4" miles 
northwest of here, telegraphs as fol- 
lows: 

"Sounds of very heavy firing were 

heard at half-past 6 o'clock Wednes- 
day nidniiiig. The firing evidently was 
being done between liere and Port Ar- 
thur. It is believed at Teng Chow 
that the long expected sea fight among 
the Mlaotao Islands has taken place. 

'Thr .Tapancse bnftleshlp Ashal, fly- 
ing an admiral's tlag. wa.s seen off 
Che Foo Tuesday going to the west, 
and there is no doubt tbat the remain- 
der of the Japanese fleet was In the 
vicinity of Port Arthur. The Russian 
fleet also was seen outside Port Ar- 
thur Tuesday." 

The captain of the steamer Lock- 
shan, which arrived \\'t<lu<'6day from 
New Chwang, reports that he heard 
heavy firing between I and 7 o'clock 
Wednesday morning in the direction of 
Port Arthur. Tho firing was contlnu- 
oi»« but no ships were visible. From 
the iliroction of the sound he Judged 
that there was fighting at the entrance 
to Port Arthur. The Locksban was the 
last foreign nMrehaat veosel to leave 
New Chwang, sailing at the same time 
as the British gunboat £spiegle at 1 
o'clPck Tuesday afternoon. 

Qen. Toral Not Dead. 
Madrid, April 13.-/rhere ia no truth 
In the story published in the United 

States that Gen. Toral, who command- 
ed the Spanish garrison at Santiago 
de Culia at the tim<' of the surrender 
of that place to the United States 
forces, had died at an Insane asylum 
at Leganes Tuesday.

Capt. Ir- 
vine managed to steam out from Point 
Remedioa and the Colon is now lying 
on the beach close to tiie Acajutla 
wharf, three miles from Point Reme- 
dies. No other fa< ts arc known by 
tho agents hero. 

San Francisco, April 13. — The steam- 
er Colon is in command of Qapt Wil- 
liam A. Inrlne^ one of tbe oldest mas- 
ters In the senrloe of the Pacific Mall 
steamship Co. He has for years been 
In command of steamers of the com- 
pany on the Panama route ami he is 
considered one of tbe most careful 
navigators of tbe line. There was a 
big list of passengers in the cabins of 
tho v< ssel when she wont out of thi-; 
harbor, luit most of them were bound 
for ports north of Acajutla. These, 
however, who went from here on the 
steamer were going through to Pana^ 
ma and would bave been aboard the 
craft when she sfiuek, were:
